SUPREME COURT, 


THE LATE MR. OLLra’s REMAINS. ‘ 

For some tlme past an ‘unsuccessfol search 
has been made forthe remains of the late Mr. 
D. D, Ollla, a Britlah subject, who, your readers 
will remember, was killed by the rebels lo the 
{rruptlon at Rinklpoh (Hoollm), An officer of 
the Civil Department of Talpeh, with other civil 
and military officers, had been making {ovestlg- 
atlong io the matter, and they wers told bya 
Chinese servant of the murdered gentleman that 
the body was to be found about one mile eas! of 
Rinktpoh, The remains of a.body wera found 
and exhumed fn the presence of Mr, M. Sogucht 
(Judge of the Chunghwa Spectal Court) Doctor 
T. Hara and Mr. K. Aokl (police Inspector) on 
the ast September. They were asaured the 
remains were those of Mr. Ollis, bul there was 
a difficalty In: Identlficailon owing to the 
advanced stage of decomposition {a which they 
were. The body was reinterred near Riokipoh 
and the details of the search were forwarded to 
the British Consul by the Prefect. Mr. Ollla’s son 
was informed also, and he expressed deep grat!. 
tude forthe trouble tha ‘Japaneso went to, on 
behalf of his family. 

. OPIUM SMOKING,

“mended by the Shanghal Mercury's correspon-, 
dent ara ‘sacred person,” The residents here 
were sorry to find out that ba has praved quite, 
a different sort of individual and w! fe corres: 
pondent bad exercised a ttle more prudence. 
When Bohus landed at Hobe, he ‘carried. only a 
small quantity of baggage and did not call on 
any of the forelga residents bot walked about 
the streets Instead, Gulded by an officer of 
“Tamsul Prefecture, the visitor went to the 
Yamatoya Hotel, and did not even call on the 
British Consol, who ts in charge of Avstre., 
Hungarian interests. Next day he left ‘for 
Talpeh’ without settling bls hotel bill, and 
grambled at the charges made. At Talpeh he 
informed an officer of the Governor-General that 
he left bls own country in. June, 1895, and bad 
sloce travelled through Egypt, Turkey, Rosita, 
East Indles, and the Straits Settlements, Coming 
to the Far East, he went thoagh Peking, Wel- 
hal-wel, Shangbal and Amoy, Then he came'to 
Talwan snd applied for permi-ston to travel 
throagh the faterlor of the faland and 
‘the ghorigines’ ‘territory, As he was not 
provided . with the’ necessary passports, 
the efficer advised him ta apply to the Talpeh 
Prefecture on the {ntroduction of the Beitish 
Consul. His stay, however, at Talpeh was

Under the above headings Yap correspondent 
writes us as follows regarding Capt, O'Keefe, 
who, It will remembered, so generously belped a 
portion of ‘the shipwrecked crew of the Nova 
Scotian ship Flora P. Stafford »-— : 

The Flora P. Staford, coal laden, from 
Newcastle, N.S,W,, to Manila, canght fire In her 
cargo and was abandoned between the Palacs 
and the Philippines, aboot 240 miles south-west 
of tha former group, {o longltuda approximately 
130 deg. 45 min. E, and latitade § deg. 49 min, N. 
The Captain and boatswalo's boats mado for the 
south end of Mindanao and, alter sufferlog many 
hardships and privations, thetr crews arrived in 
Manila some thirty-five days later, being at sex 
for nearly a month, and picked up by some 
of the Anter-Island steamers,, The third boat 
under the command of James F.~Curtls, first 
officer, took another course and reached the 
Palaoy some thirteen days later, where her crew 
were hospitably received and maintained by My. 
J. James, Captain O’Kesfe's agent on the island 
of Malacan {n that group, until the latter bia 
aelf arrived in bis schooners, the Santa Crus. 
He took ther to Yap on his return, paying the 
expenses. for thelr maintenance doing thelr 
stay of a month on Malacan. The schooner 
arrived in Yap onthe a1st Joly last and Captain 
O'Keefe reported the disaster to the: Governor, 
Doo Pith ev Marquez, scpposing of course that 
ho would take caro of them till the mall steamer 
left, Authe Governor pleaded lack of accom- 
modaiion and provisions, Captain O'Keefe 
agreed to tako My.
